BROTHERS AND SISTERS: 

The Third World Liberation 
Front, an orga^ization of African, 
Asian, Lattn American, and A- 
merlcan students of Third World 
background is commltted to and act- 
ively supports the liberaüon 
struggles of oppressed peoples, 

We have seen as imperative that 
Princeton University dl vest from 
com panles in South Africa. Such in¬ 
vestments are used to further exploit 
and degrade the people of South 
Africa. The apology given by the 
Admlnistration that such liivest- 
ments constitute a small percent of 
the business of these corporations 
and as such, do not play an exploit - 
Ive role is ludicrous. If these Ln- 
vestments are economically in sig¬ 
nificant then these fkrms are in a 
position to withdraw them all too 
easily. But they don p t, Nor does 
Princeton* Princeton would not even 
ask these firms to do so. 

W hy ? Be c au se the se in vest m ents 
are imperative for capltallst enter- 
prise and for the capitalist system, 
the essence of which is producüon 
for profit and the accumulation of 
Capital irrespective of the human 
cost. We never thought that the Uni¬ 
versity would regard it as lts task 
to write apologies for the oppression 
of South Africans on the groimd that 
its investments play only a small 
role in this exploitation, But the Uni¬ 
versity is and itsadministration re- 
gards lt as, an integral and con- 
tributlng part of this system, That 
this is contrary to the human values 
to which a university should dedicate 
itseif is all too clear. 

But the Infamy does not stop here* 
Not only does P U, engage in this 
economie exploitation but alsointhe 
support and malntenance of the 
military establishment necessary 
for the perpetuaüon and extension of 
a neocoloniai system abroad and a 
colonial domestic system. Officers 
are being trained on this campus for 
the forces in Vietnam. Thankstothe 
struggle of Progressive students, 
ROTC no longer receives academie 
credit for the eventual discredltable 
task of fightlng oppressed people and 
getttng killed in the process. 

Now the system, In co-operatlon 
with the university, gives scholar- 
ships to students in ROTC* AbaÜsh- 
tng academie credit for ROTC is an 
attempt by the university todi*>ethe 

students. The issue is not credit 
but the role to which our brethem 


recruited into ROTC are being 
asslgned at a great cost to them- 
selves, to their life plans aft er grad- 
uation, and in fact, to their very 
lives, and to the struggle of the 
of the oppressed for freedom. Our 
brethren in ROTC are entltled to an 
education at P.U. throughuniversity 
scholarships, and should not be ex- 
pected or made to die for a cause 
as unjust and immoral as the Viet- 
Nam war. Jolning ROTC is not 
simply an individual choice--no one 
is entltled to join in the oppresston 
of any people. 

Investments in South Africa and 
training officers for neocoloniai 
wars are not the end of the story 
either. The university of handlingof 
1DA shows parallel tactlcs. Evasion, 
decepüon, and tokenism. 1DA was not 
abolished* ROTC was not abolished. 
IDA continues its research, 
supposedly with severed connection 
with the university ROTC remains 
with no credit* In fact, IDA and 
ROTC remain parts of this campus 
and the university administraüon 
knowingly and conscientiously pro- 
vldes them with a resevoir of 
personneL 

Whenever such pernicious aet- 
ivitles are critlcized, the adminis- 
tration forms committees to study 
and contémplate the quesüon and the 
net result Is lnvariably a report on 
the 'Mnfinlte compIex^ty ,, of the 
Issue, and the need for ^change". 
But the changes are no cbanges at 
all. The same Institutionsare maln- 
tained, and apologies articulated on 
their behalf in the hope of maktng 
them more platable. But we refuse 
to be misled* 

Investment in South Africa goes 
on; IDA goes on; ROTC goes on. 
And a new monstrous activlty re- 
cently raised its head on this campus 
and elsewhere: research oninternal 
counter- insurgency or less euphem- 
isücally: the so-called f, riot- 

controPL We consider such re¬ 
search as another systemic mani- 
festatlon of a power structure which 
denies self-determinaüon to the 
third world peoples. 

The TWLF denounces the crimlnal 
research on riot control at all in- 
stitutions and declares its full un- 
flinching support to the Black 11b- 
eration struggle and to its leadlng 
vanguard, the Black Panther Party. 

We maintaln that the university 
should acüvely support the struggle 
for freedom and human emancipation 
and not the oppresslon, the brutal-

lzatton, and de-humanlzatfon of our 
brethren in the U.S , and in Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America, 

Furthermore, the university has 
a soclal role in its lm mediale com- 
rnunity. Princeton University now 
offers services especially designed 
for the prlvlleged in the community 
and elsewhere: a fashionable Inn; 
a theater with programs of no direct 
relevanee to the lives of the under- 
p rl vil e ged; p hy s leal facllitle s clo sed 
to these whose soclal class or color 
does not win the condescendlng 
approval of the powers that be. We 
undoubtedly ree all that a Black 
American youth from the Princeton 
ghetto was recently ha ras sed and 
finaliy arrested from playlngpool ln 
the student center* The unlversitv* s 
physlcal facilitles and human re¬ 
sources must be used forimproving 
the quality of Ufe In the community 
regardless of class or color. 

TWLF shall endeavor to realize 
these goals. The evasive responses 
of the university adminlstratlon are 
c re at in g an explosive situation and 
necessitates that we redoubie our 
efforts in co-operation with Pro¬ 
gressive Individuals and organi- 
zations on campus and in the com¬ 
munity. Nothing shall dlssuade us 
from the pursuit of our legltlmate 
demands. 

As the heroic Vietnamese people 
have shown, nelther the power of the 
oppressors nor their arrogance can 
succeed: in the words of brother 
Huey Newton, the spirit of the people 
is stronger than the man's tech¬ 
nology, IDA, ROTC, war research 
and the investments may remain but 
the oppressed peoples shall con¬ 
tinue their struggle for freedom. As 
Third World people, lt is our task 
to fight these Tnstitutions on their 
home ground, 

The South African people, and 
other oppressed peoples, shall 
arise, destroy their chains, 
nat i onal 1 ze the riches o! their earth, 
and buüd a society free from human 
exploitation. And the chainers will 
have no profits to count

POWER AT CORNELL 
OUT OF THE BARREL 
OF A GUN 



ITHAl'A, N*Y,—Black students, 
arm cd in self-defense, forcecl che 
admimstration and faculty of t'or- 
nell Univcrsity to hack away from 
repres s i ve pol ic ie s * lbo us a nds o i 
white students, led b> SDS, were 
mobilized to support the blacks m 
their showdown with the authori¬ 
tjes on this bucolic hilly campus 
in upstate New York, 

The high point of che Cornell 
drama came on the afternoon of 
Sunday, April 20, when the black 
students—alï hearing weapons— 
marched out of the building they 
had seized and announced thatuni- 
versity officials had yielded to 
their demands, The faculty con- 
demncd the administradon's ap- 
peasemem, but when the blacks 
and white radicals showedthatthey 
were prepared for new militant 
action, the faculty too, reconsider- 
ed and gave in, 

The struggle had been building up 
intens ively si nee last December t 
when black students, fighdng for 
self-determinauon in the school 's 
curriculum, adopted various gue- 
riïla tactics, 

On one occasion, they walked 
into the office of l T niversity Presi¬ 
dent James A. Perkins, pointed a 
coy gun ai him, and saki ‘TiangF* 
They also cHmbed on tabletops 
in the cafeteria and went through 
the library, pulHng books down 
from the shelves, 

Six blacks were chosen b> the 
au th o rit les to go before a student- 
faculty judic iary boa rd to be jiidged 
for these acts, Thev refused logo, 
and, in accordance with the rules, 
were immediateh suspended. 

When their suspension was an- 
nounced* the 150 members of the 
Afro -American society went en 
masse to the judiciary board and 
presented their reasons \vh> the 
six blacks didn't show up: 1) there 
couid be no trial by pcers, si nee 
diere were no blacks on the disei- 
plinary panel; and that 2) the uni- 
versity judiciary couid not deal 
fairïy with acts of an es sent ially 
poïitical nature directed at the 


university. 

SJ}$ supported the blacks* point 
of view and an educadonal cam- 
paign was earried out on the cam¬ 
pus, For the next few weeks, the 
administradon tried to avoiddeal- 
ing with the issue, 

Finally, the judiciary board de- 
cided it couid try the black students 
in absentia, The six stilï didn*t 
appear, and the board voted on 
April 17 to apply a "reprimand", 
(The action applied only to three 
ofthe students, since two had 
dropped out and charges against 
another one had been dropped). 

Later that evening, a cross was 
burned outside the black womsn’s 
cooperative dormitory, and sev- 
eral black students receivedthrca- 
tening phone caiis» 

The immediate issues were 
clear: the iUegitimacy of the ju¬ 
dicia ry aciion and the protection 
of the black commuiüty at Cornell 
against via 1 enee, 

just before dawn on Samrday, 
April 19, about 150 black students 
seized Willard Straight Hall, the 
Student Union Building* It was 
Parents* Weekend at Cornell, and 
somiï parents staving in guest 
rooms insïöe the Student Union 
were rousted out of bed and led 
out of the building, 

The blacks, who had developeda 
good working relationshlp with 
Sl^S, notified them of the action in 
advance. At 6 a.m„ SDS had a 
meeting and organized a defense 
Ime around the building. Later that 
morning, a squadron of jocks, many 
of them members of the faotbaïl- 
oriented Delta l psilon fraternity, 
tried to break into 'The Straight," 
as the Union is known, Onl v a hand- 
ful got through the SD5 defense, 
and they were expelled by the 
blacks in the building, lour people 
—three assailants and onc black 
student—were hospita!ized briefly 
as a result, 

l ut the jocks promised to return 
with 300 people, Fhfs threat, team- 
ed with more crank phone calls to 
the Straight, led the blacks to es- 


caiate: they deel de d to bring guns 
into the building for self-defense, 

SDS's Cornell chapter, with 500 
members, is one af the largest in 
the country, On both Saturday and 
Sunday (April 19-20), they organ- 
i/ed support rallies for the blacks, 
and succeeded in defusïng the 
threar of right-wing action by al- 
ternately coaxing and soa ring the 
jocks into passiviïy. 

Som? jocks did show up at the 
Straight, but when they made me- 
nacing gestures, a black student 
appear ed, rif le in hand, at a window 
quickïy, and the administradon 
rnoved lo negotiate. 

Late Sunday , April 2Q r anagree- 
ment was reached: if the blacks 
left the building, the university 
would drop disciplinary actions 
res uiting from the prior guerilïa 
style actions, would grant amnesty 
for thecurrentbuildingoccupaiion, 
would agree to pro vide protection 
for ail black students, men and 
wo men, and would agree co mves- 
tigate the cross-buming. 

A massive security guard of 
L50Ö white students was formed 
to pro tec c rh e b 1 ac k s tude n ts du ring 
their exit from the Straight. Thts 
guard was really neeessary, 
ho wever* since the blacks marched 
out in military formacion, more 
than a dozen men hearing rifles 
and shotguns, a few with bandoliers 
of ammunition, and each of the 
rest, including the women, armed 
with a homemade spear—a long 
stick with a knife fastened to the 
tip* 

7Te blacks marched to the black 
women's coop—a ten minute walk 
—and set up an armed guard at 
the door. Outside on the lawn, two 
representatives from the Afro- 
American Society and two high- 
ranking uni versity officials signed 
the accord. The Afro-American 
Society issued a formal statement 
thanking SDS for their part in de- 
fending the building, 

When the blacks walked out of 
the building, the great *'gun de- 
bate" began. The guns had been 
brought imo che buidiingdtiringthe 
previous night, and even SDS had 
no idea that diere were so many 
arms. The uni versity authorities 
were shaken. (Keliahle sou rees 
reported that if the negotiations 
had been ünsuccessful, the offi¬ 
cials were prepared to call in 
every campus cop, city cop, and 
more than 100 state rroopers, 
There is no tellingwhatwould have 
happened in that case.) 

The white radicals immediately 
began discussing che gun issue, but 
except for the objections of a few 
pacifists, there was support for the 
use ofguns for self-defense, Mean- 
while, the blacks ceased brandish- 
ing their weapons in public, 

The next day, Monday, April 21, 
Ferkins declared the campus tobe 
in a ^situation of emergency/' He 
took emergency powers and issued 
several declarations: any student 
carrying a gun on campus would 
be immediately suspended and any 
non-student carrying a gun on cam¬ 
pus would be arrested immediate¬ 
ly; any individuals who engaged in 
coercive actions, such as sit-ins 
or building occupations, would be 
suspended or arrested; anyorgan- 
r/ations advocacing "coercive 
actions would be disbanded, 

Eigbt thousand students filed 
into Barton Hall gymnasium in 
the military Science Building to 
arrend a uni versity-wide convoca- 
tion Monday afternoon. Perkins 
was the main speaker, but he 
ducked the real issues. 

A few hours later, an emergency 
faculty meeting was called, and the 
faculty voted about 700 to 200 to 
resciad the agreement worked out 
herween the blacks andtheadmini- 
stration.

lt ïook 160 cops armed with 
machine guns and tear gas bombs 
to quiet a Black Panther loud¬ 
speaker in the Fillmore Monday* 

Sixteen Panthers were arrested 
and a number of guns iüegally 
seized when the pigs raided die 
Pamher'3 FiLlmore office. The po¬ 
tend ally tragic pollce riot was 
based on an apparent police com- 
plainc that the Panthers didn't 
have the proper permit for a 
mobile loudspeaker in the Fill- 
mure streets* 

Panther attorney Charles Garry 
charged at a press conference 
Tüesday that "tfais raid was staged 
by the Mayor as a deliberate at- 
tempt to poison the atmosphere 
at the Huey Newton bail hearing 
Thursday, and to prevent the pro¬ 
per adminlstration of justice," 

A truck was broadcasting In¬ 
formation about the rally Monday 
aftemoon when a dozen armed 
cops approached thePantherhead- 
quart er s at Fillmore and Eddy, 
It was about four o T clock* Black 
Panther Belinda Booker was in¬ 
side* 

Panther Don Cox told the cops 
they weren't allowed inside the 
building without a search war¬ 
rant, He closed the door* The pigs 
proceeded to act out their movie— 
kick Ing the door down, uatch. 


The pigs leered through the 
busted door witli drawn guns. Cox 
yelled for the people in the office 

to take cover, The pigs moves to

BERKELEY — On Tuesday 
morning (April 22), David Hil- 
liard, Black Panther National 
Chief of Staff, was greeted by 
a Berkeley cop outside the mu- 
nleïpal eourtroom of Judge 
Mario Barsotti.

She confirmed the news. Gar* 
ry had collaps^f and had been 
taken to the hospital A young 
man from Garry's staff was 
on his way and arrived within 


a few minutes to face Judge 
Barsotti. 

Berkeley’s pn^ecuting attor- 
ncy was set to proceed with the 
"hearing to show probable 
cause" for the arrest of Hil- 
liard and Audrey Hudson on 
the night of Feb. 25, 1968, when 
the Berkeley poüce broke into 
the home of Bobby and Arüe 
Seaie, 

Barsotti granted a postpone- 
ment until 2:00 p. m., when 
Faye Stender from Garry’s 
staff became the dominant fig* 
ure in the eourtroom.

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RACE-OR-CLASS DEBATE 
RAGES AMONG “WHITE ORGANIZERS” 


KNOXVILLE, Term.—Members of many groups work- 
ing among white people across the nation met at High- 
lander Center for three days in early March. The gather- 
ing had been stimuJated by IFCO, the Interreligious 
Foundation for Community Organizing. 


The 50 persons present trïed 
to decide whether racism is a 
dïsease in itself or a symptom 
of a deeper disorder. White 
Southerners of workïng-dass 
origin insisted that racïal divi- 
3ion is a means of social control, 
invented and used by the people 
who own and run the South and 
the nation. 

The conference set up a 
continuations committee of 
three men and three women to 
try to form a national organi- 
zation to tie together the 
work of al! the groups* The 
equal division by sex resulted 
from proposals by a caucus of 
the women present. 

The conference had opened 
with a statement by Frank 
Joyce, Detroit, national di rector 
of People Against Racism 
(PAR). He said: “We as whites 
must seek to make a revolution. 
We as pi re to do tb is because we 
have no other option, This so¬ 
ciety hasn’t any idea how to 
distribute its wealth; it does 
know how not to dïstribute it. 
There ïs no courage, no human i- 
ty available to us within this 
society. It is only in struggle 
against this society that we find 
our courage and humanity. 

“It ïs a little presumptuous 
and pretentieus for us to talk 
about revolution sïmply because 
weVe been brought up to believe 
that revolutions only take place 
in deodorants. We are not at a 
tprning point; we are trying to 
bring about a turning point." 

“Why white organizing in the 
U,S. in the Nïxon regime?" 
Joyce asked. 

"As we talk about revolution 
we must talk about counter- 
revolution. It bas the energy, 
spirit and dynamism of the 
nation. The country is living 
under a covert, subtle blend of 
facism, Wbere is our (the 
movemenPs) anti-police organi- 
zation to stop the police? One 
becomes a revolutïonary when 
one believes that reform is im- 
practical. Stopping repression is 
reformist — to stop repression 
you have to take state power. 
Who here can think of that?" 

Joyce talled racism the 
fat al flaw in the society. "Uur 
major problem is to deal with 
the idea of race, even more 
than the idea of class," he de- 
clared. “Even w'hïtes in the 
moveiEient are tïred of the de¬ 
in ands of blacks, and so ïs the 
general society. We must de- 
ve!op a slrategy to cope with 
th is mood in the nation." 

The first reactors to Joyce’s 
statements agreed with him. 
Charles Bevel (Mauser Instifcute 
and SCLC staff mem her), who 
returned from Africa a year 
ago* said: “Racism has profound 
deptbs that most whites don’t 
understand.” He said he en- 
countered discrimination in Bra- 
zil, the USSR, and China, "three 
countries who supposedly have 
resolved their racism, People at 
the conference are not concerned 
with this." 

A black man, Lou Gothard of 
IFCG, declared that "there is a 
vitality in the black community 
that is not going to be aflfected 
by white tiredness of black de- 
mands," 

Carl Braden, executive direc¬ 
ter of SCEF, said, "I challenge 
practically everything Joyce 
said. Racism ïs not the fatal 
flaw; he has pïeked up the pro¬ 
paganda from the Kerner Com- 
missïon, which is trying to 
convince us that racism is the 
cause instead of the effect of 


our problem, 

“The problem is the eco¬ 
nomie system under which we 
live, Racism, poverty, war 
are the symptoms of that sys¬ 



tem. Industrialists and big 
landowners have always used 
race in the South to divide 
people and make more profits; 
now they are usïng it natxon- 
ally*” 

Braden insisted that any or- 
ganizïng of white people must 
be done with the aïm of form in g 
coalitions w f ith black people; 
otherwise, there is danger of 
forming groups which will bol¬ 
ster racism. He said that SCEF 
workers keep this always in 
mind when working with white 
people . 

Bevel said, “No matter how 
radïcal blacks get, they are not 
going to brïng about a revolu¬ 
tion—we don’t have the num- 
bers, the economie power; 
whites must make the revolu¬ 
tion, they are the only ones with 
the strength." But "white peo¬ 
ple are uptight about blacks, 
Wbere is the counterforce to 

Mayor Daley and hïs support? 
That is the realïty of what is 
happening," 

Dak Rkhardson, Center for 
Inner City Structure, Chïcago, 
urged that white people be or- 
ganized along ethnïc lines, She 
said: "The U.S. ïs made up of 
tribes—Anglo-Saxons, Gemians, 
Irish, Jews, etc., and should be 
organized accordingly. “People’s 
primary Identification," she said, 
"is not with their class, but 
with ethnk groups. Only by 
breaking down the white com- 
niunity into more relevant 
groups—tribes—will we get a 
better conception of a com¬ 
munity," 

Male Chauvinism 

When she finïshed, one man 
said, “Now we’ve heard from 
the graduate school." He was 
ïmmediately attacked by an- 
other woman, who said Miss 
Rkhardson’s ideas wouldn't 
have been attacked were she not 
a woman, He responded by say- 
ing, “Fd attack that tribalism 
stuff even if she were a man," 
“That’s a male-chauvimst re¬ 
mark," she shot back. 

Bob Zellner, New Orleans, 
Di rector of the GROW project 
of SCEF, said, "I think a lot of 
people retreat into pessimism, 
adventurism, theorizing, aca¬ 
demies, because there is a real 
reluctance on the part of people 
to go out and confront real peo¬ 
ple and see what can be done 
with this problem, ïdeological 
discussion—theorizing—has im- 
portancG, hut only in conjunction 
w r ith real work that you are 
doing, 

"One thing you need to 

talk about is how do you 


orgawize —how do you get to 
2,000 people with your theo- 
rïes? We T ve got to do some 
pruning; separate the wheat 
from the chaff; separate those 
people who want to talk and 
those who want to work, Vm 
not in anti-raeïst work; Tm 
trying to organize a move- 
ment." 

Braden added, "You'vc got to 
have guts to free people, ïf you 
donT have it and you want to 
talk to yourself, then you should 
abandon your projects and quit 
kidding yourself.” 

Doug Youngblood, a white 
Alabamian from the Poor Peo- 
ple’s Embassy, asked, "What is 
white? There are millïons of 
whites who ain’t got a blonde, 
blue-eyed wife and a convertible 
and eating Post Toasties for 
bieakfast. Tm sïek of hearing 
erap 1 ikc that. Fm not that type 
of white, neither are mïllions of 
other s, 

“I think it’s ridïculous to 
go into a community and say 
Fm fighting racism, I want 
to establïsh a socialist Ameri¬ 
ca, I want a just and a decent 
society and you ean’t have 
that under capitalism. Fm 
wiek of middle-class people de- 
fining tFe problems and fac¬ 
ties for me/’ 

Charles Bevel, a native of 
Mississippi, added: “Black peo¬ 
ple are under the illusïon that 
white people are free. Capital- 
ists will always use race to de- 
stroy any coalition-organizing 
work.” 

The debate on racism got 
hot ter when a black consultant 
to the conference, Dr, Carl 
Fields of Prïnceton University, 
delivered a speech in which he 
stated that racism is the basic 
problem of the society. 

“The Founding Fathers w r ork- 
ed out defmitkms for humanness 
and non-humanness,” he said, 
*\ . * ïf the color of your skin 
was white, you were human, if 
black, you were non-human. 
Black feeling, expression, ideas 
are rated by white standards, 
This has been acfced on over and 
over in the consciousness of peo¬ 
ple and it becomes rooted, 

“The systems that white 
people use in their everyday 
activïties are rooted in racism, 


and you can f t help yourself. 
Anything you do in your nor* 
mal lives, you are a partici¬ 
pant in a sfwdety." 

He was not questionïng the 
sincerity of the white organizer, 
he said, he merely wanted to im- 
press on them the immensity of 
racism in the country. He 
wanted white organïzers “to be 
conscious that they are racist 
24 houTS a day—that's wbere 
iFs at.” 

Fred James, Louisville, of th^ 


National Organizing Committee, 
told Fields, “You are missing 
the whole point when you over¬ 
look the economie reasons and 
class structure. ïn your speech 
you said police brutality is 
racism; how do you explain 
police brutality against whites? 
How do you explain Chicago? 
UntH you attack the whole sys¬ 
tem and .unless we organize 
around a class basis against the 
system, we are not getting any- 
where." 

Whites Equally Exploited 
Youngblood agreed. “Fm from 
Southern Alabama and my peo¬ 
ple are just as exploïted as 
blacks. This man (Fields) is 
saying that his degradation is 
unique because he’s black — I 
say that’s bullshit, My people 
have been just as degraded. 
Black people aïn’t going to get 
free by putting them into the 
bclly of the monster that’s de- 
vourïng us alH” 

An organizer from Durham’s 
ACT project, Uawrence Kelly, 
said, “I grew up in East Texas 
and I was avvare of a prejudice 
against poor whites bef ore I 
was aw-are of a prejudice 
against Negroes.” 

Finally Bob Zellner aaked 
Dr* Fields, “Do you believe 
in ihe capitalist system?" 
Fields laughed, said he had to 
catch a plane, and exited. 
Eventually people got around 
to actual work in which they 
were involved. Some of this 
dealt with research* some of it 

took the form of staff workers 
without a constituency making 
demands upon an ïnstitution, 
and too littie work was actually 
involved with organizing people 
at the grass roots. 

Baldwdn Lloyd, of Blacksburg* 
Va., who is involved in a research 
project in Appalachia, wondered 
if any group could do anything 
in the regïon. He feit racism 
was very strongly entrenched. 

“The solution to Appalachia 
lies outside of Appalachia," he 
said. “Appalachia is a colony 
exploïted from the outside. 

, Change will eome only with a 
national grruindswell such as 
w r eVe had on civil rights and the 
war ïn Vietnam.” 

Karen Mulloy, Prestonsburg,■ 
Ky,, of the Southern Mountain 


statement that racism ïs so en¬ 
trenched in the regïon. She said 
that, as an organizer, she has 
seen a lot of progress across 
racial lines, 

“The system has ïnjected 
racism into the mountains in 
the last 10 years," she de¬ 
clared. “The racism is a tactic. 
not a natural thing, The solu¬ 
tion to Appalachia is the sohi- 
tiou of the U,S. It isn’t going 
to come from outside. The 


spark must come from inside, 
The total solution, I believe, is 
the aholition of the capitalist 
system.” 

Frank Adams, coördinator of 
the Virginia Council on Human 
Relations, talked about his ef- 
forts to persuade St. Stephen’s 
Episcopal Church in Richmond 
to do something about slums, 
Adams said the chief slumlords 
in the city attend the church and 
the church itself owns $50 mib 
Bon worth of tax-exempt prop¬ 
er ty. 

“The church is no better than 
any Corporation in its pursuït of 
profits,” he said, Adams r ac- 
tivitïes were the result of a 
staff organization and he said 
he had no constituency, He did 
point out that Vistas are w T ork- 
ing on community organizing m 
conjunction with the program. 

Anïbal Solivan* a Puerto 
Rican from New York, crïti- 
cized the practice of working 
with Vistas, “These Vista mïs- 
sionarïes go into a neighbor* 
hood for a year and then 
leave, and they make my job 
more difhcult when I try to 
convince people that organïz- 
ing projects take 20, 30 

years," he said. 

On the final moming of the 
conference, the whole question 
of freedom for women exploded 
in the midst of the gathering, 
The nine women present met 
separately in caucus* and later 
ïnformed the men that they feit 
the conference had ignored them 
as people and had refused to 
deal with the question of how 
women are used as tools in 
racism and exploitation, 

They made three specific de- 
mands: (1) that, as representa- 
tives of 51 per cent of the 
human race, women be given 50 
per cent of the places on the 
contïnuatioTis committee of the 
conference and any other com¬ 
mitteer; (2) that criteria for ïn- 
dus ion of women’s groups ïn 
future conferences be deter- 
mined by the women’s caucus, 
and (3) that at the next confer¬ 
ence there be separate men’s 
and women’s caucuses and then 
a plenary session to discuss 
male chauvinism and racism, 

Much discussion^—and tension 
—followed, But the demands of 
the women were actively sup- 
ported by several of the men 
present. Finally they were alt 
approved, 

No “Leaders" 

One interesting discussion de- 
veloped when the men wanted 
the women to name their three 
representatives to the eontinua- 
tions committee ïmmediately. 
The women said their philoso- 
phy heid that individuals should 
not be projected as “leaders” 
or spokesmen, that they were al! 
leaders together—and that they 
wouM choosc their representa- 
tïves for any given meeting de- 
pcmling on geographic localion 
and convenience. 

One man observed that this 
was & good philosophy that the 
men might do well to adopt 
themselves — and the women 
won this point too. 

The three-day conference 
had a ïife of its own as most 
conferences do. People strug* 
gïed with their concepts, 
their goals. People agreed 
and disagreed about the tac- 
tïcs needed to deal with the 
enemy, Some sovight to put a 
fabel on the enemy, some 
shied away from doing this. 

Frustration, hope, despaïr, 
optimism, pessimism were alter- 
nati ng moods, But ïf the High- 
landcr conference had a theme, 
it was put well by the Center’s 
di rector, Myles Horton: “How 
do we transfer the power of the 
miers to those that an ukd?"

None of us do. And Huey H. New¬ 
ton recognizes that, and those 
pigs recognize that too, The fa et 
that they keep 3 luey 3 5 , Newton 
locked up, the fact Chat zhe\ so 
terrified to let him have the right 
to bail, is only a tribute to the 
power and strength of Huey F.

FIVE L.A. PANTHERS BUSTED 


a car make an illegal u-tum on

LOS ANGELES—What started 
out as a routine traffie citation 
has resulted in the arrest of 
five members of the Black Pan¬ 
ther party here on charges of 
conspiracy to commit murder. 

The arrests, similar in pattem 
to the San Francisco police aL 
tack this week on Black Panther 
headquarters there, appeafed to 
confi rm P a nther ch arges that 
they are being subjected to an 
escalated national attack by po 
lice forces, 

The üve booked here on the 
conspiracy charge are John Ar- 
more, 20; John W. Washington, 
23 v 1 Byrron Bartktt, 19;. James 
Lee, 18; and Charles James, 19. 

ILLEGAL TURK 

Police claim the whole inci¬ 
dent began early on the mom- 
ing oF Friday, April 25, when 
two cruising police officers saw 


103rd Street in Watts. 

Police say they pursued the 
car to Black Panther headquar¬ 
ters where they saw the two oc- 
cupants of the car run inside* 
Another police car saw this as¬ 
pect of the situation and drew 
up outside the Panther's Watts 
branch at 1810 East I03rd Street. 

The police version holds that 
one of the officers in the second 
car, Patrolman Bernard L. 
Loeb, entered the Panther head¬ 
quarters, and that one of the 
defendants, Washington, drew a 
pistol on him. 

At that point, the police say, 
Loeb’s partner, Patrolman Ral- 

and E, Drouin, wTto was outside^ 

came to Loeb’s rescue — creat- 
ing a diversion that enabled 
Loeb to vvrestle the A5 caliber 
pistol from Washington. 

Drouin s act of diversion, the 


police say, was to smash the 
window of the storefront office. 

The Panther version is at 
variance with the police story. 
PANTHER VERSION 
At a press conference after 
the incident Raymond Masai 
Huett, deputy minister of in- 
formation and Panther theoreti- 
cian, said, “The office was open 
when the pigs arrived, They 
busted the Windows without 
need. Once inside the pigs ar- 
rested the brothers on a trumped 
up charge of ‘conspiracy to 

commit murder*. The brothers 
were not armed. The two Pan- 
thers in the car stood outside 
with the traffie pigs aJl the time 
and showed them tl^eir licens^s. 

What this is really aU about 
is the pigs are out to smash 
the people's vanguard.

Inheritmg the mantle of prevïous U.S. governments, 
Bichard Nixon has employed counter-revolutionary 
dual tactics against .the Black Americans.

O N April 16 a year ago, our great leader Chairman 
Mao issued his Statement in Support of the Afro- 
American Struggle Against Violent Repression* This 
statement is another glorious Marxist-Leninist document 
on the Afro-Ameriean struggle following the “State¬ 
ment Supporting the Af ro-Americans in Their Just 
Struggle Against Racial Discrimination by U.S* impe- 
rialism” made by Chairman Mao in 1963. 

Chairman Mao pointed out in hïs statement last 
year: “The Af ro-American struggle is noi only a struggle 
waged by the exploited and oppressed Bleek people for 
freedom and emancipatiön, U is also a new clarion call 
to all the exploited and oppressed people of the United 
States to fight against the barbarous rule of the monop¬ 
oly capitalist class*” The dcvelopment in depth of the

Students in more 
than 100 American universities and colleges took part 
in strikes and demorjstrations to strongly oppose the 
aggressive war against Vietnam, racial discrimination 
and the decadent bourgeois educalional system. The 
Afro-Ameriean struggle, the workers' movement and

In 
the storniy natioiiwkle actirns of the Afro-Americans 
against violent repression, the Black workers t ook the 
lead in starting spontaneous strikes everywhere, forcing 
many factories to slop product ion, Notr worthy is the 
fact that in many industrial cities, the Black workers 
have begun to form caucuses which by break ing the 
control of the scab union bosses have directly led the 
strikes, giving a po wei ful impetus to the strike struggle 
of the American workers as a whole* The strikes by 
the Memphis sanïtation wotkers and Chicago's public 
transport workers and the whole series of strikes in 
many Detroit aulo plants were all held by Black work¬ 
ers with the support of white workers by breaking 
through the obstruction and disruptïve activitieè of the 
monopoly Capital is t class and the scab unions. 

Apart from raisïng economie demands, the Afio- 
American workers have put forwaid clear-eut political 
demands in the struggle, direeting the spearhead of 
their struggle at the monopoly capitalist gióups and 
thetr agents, Althpugh the monopoly capitalist class and 
the scab union bosses have racked the Ir brains and trïed 
in every way possible to control, strangle and undermine 
the Afro-American workers' struggle, the Black work¬ 
ers have steadiiy increased their aetivities to get rid of 
the control of the scab unions and organize ihemselves 
in the fight since last year* 

Under the impact of the Afro-American struggle 
against violent repression and with the Black workers 
playing an influential role, the mililancy of the broad 
masses of the workers in the United States has steadiiy 
increased* Their struggle against the control by the 
bosses of the scab unions is further developing. Last 
year r for instance, at least 25 spontaneous strikes look 
place in the iron and steel Lndustry against the wishes 
of the scab union bosses* and there was a large number 
of rank and file committeer organized by the masses 
of W’orkers themselvés. 

The militant role played by the Afro-American 
w-orkers has far-reaching signi ficance for the Afro- 
American struggle and the American workers' mo ve¬ 
men t. More and more Black workers have gone into 
some U.S. baste industries in recent years, and their 
position in American society has become increasingly 
important, For insta nee, Black workers in the auto¬ 
mobile lndustry make up 35 to 50 per cent of all Ameri¬ 
can auto workers. In important industrial eiües such 
as Chicago, Detroit and Newark, they make up 40-50 
per cent of all the workers there. Suf lering from all 
kinds of political discrimination and oppres&ion and 
ruthiess economie exploitaüon, the A fm-American 
vvnrkers are most resolute and coui'ageous in the strug- 
glc.

Also inseparable from the development of ihe 
Afro-American struggle is the American people's 
struggle against the war of aggression in Vietnam. Not 
only have more and more young Black Americans «p- 
posed the draft, but growing numbers of Black soldiers 
have actively plunged into the struggle against this war 
of aggression* The struggle by young Black Americans 
and Black soldiers against the dralt and against the 
U.S, imperialist war of aggression in Vietnam has in- 
spired American people of different social strata to op- 
pose this war of aggression, Mammoth demonstrations 
against this war of aggression took place again on April 
5 and 6 in dozens of big cities, including New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Washington, in which 
hundreds of thousands of people took part. 

Another characteristic of the development in depth 
of the Afro-American struggle is that more and more 
advanced Black Americans have begun a tit*for^ 
tat struggle against the various fallacies spread by 
the monopoly capilalist class to sabotage the Black 
people's struggle, To suppress the Afro-American 
struggle which is dcveloping vigorously, the monopoly 
capitahst class, ïn addition to stopping up counter- 
revoiutionary violence T has triod in every conceivable 
way to decéive and hoodwink the Black people. Be- 
fore and after coming to power, the new chieftaïn of 
U.S. impcrialism Nixon energetically advocated “Black 
capitalism, M vainly try ing to f oster a Black bourgeoisie 
under the wing of U.S. monopoly capita! so as to 
contml the Afro-American struggle. The advanced 
Black Americans have ris en courage ously in cours ter ing 
the attack by the monopoly capüalist class, Tliey

pointfd out that the "Black capilaHsm" Irumpcled bj 1 
Nixon and hi^ like is nothing but a big plot to main tuin 
the lenctionary rule of monopoly capita! and doceive 
end exploit the Black work ing class still further. They 
also rtpudiated the ractölism the monopoly capïtalisl 
class spreads among the white work ing people as well 
as the “cultural nationalïsm 1 ' it spreads among the 
Black people, All this, they stressed, is a conspiracy 
of ihe monopoly capitalist class to split the unity be- 
tween the Black people and the white work ing people 
and to lead the struggle of the Black people astray,

defendant ca me. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the ‘average reasoning man' 1 of ihe black 
community, 

10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major political objective, a United Nafions-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in whieh only black colonial 
subjects will be allo wed to participate, for the purpose of determlning the 
will of black people as to their naüonal destiny. 

When, in the course of hu man events, it bécomes necessary for one

CALIFOKN1A ANP FEDERAL GUN LAWS 

This artick is to serve as a guide for the members of the BLACK PANTHER PARTY and is not to 
be construed as a substitute for competent legal counsel, 

12QQt — A concealable firearm is any firearm having a barrel les s than 12 inches in length* 

12025 — Any person caught with a conceaiable firearm CONCEALED on their person or within any 
vehicie is guiity of a mïsdemeanor, 

12026 — No license is required for any Citizen 18 years or over to keep a legal weapon in their 
home or pia$£ of business, (Some weapons require federal reristratlün.j 

12027 -- Persorts exempi from Section 12025 includes members of any club or organization or- 
ganized for the purpose of pr act icing shooting at targets upon established target ranges, whether pub¬ 
lic or private, while such members are using firearms upon such target ranges, or while going co and 
from such ranges, 

12031 — Ëxcept as pro vide d in subdivision (b), every person who carries a loaded firearm on his 
person or in a vehicie while in any pubÜc place or on any public Street in any incorporated city or 
in any public place or on any public Street in a prohibited area of unincorporated terrïtory is guiity 
of a mi s de me a nor * 

(b) P&rSons who are using target ranges for the purpose of practice shooting with a firearm, or 
who are members of shooting clubs while hunting on the premises for such clubs, 

(c) In order to de ter mine whether or not a firearm is loaded, pigs are authorized to examine any 
firearm carried by anyone on his person or in a vehicie while in any public place, Refusal to allow a 
pig to inspect a firearm constitutes probable cause for arrest. 


(h) Nothiag in this section is intended to preclude the carrying of any loaded firearin, under 
circumstances where it would be otherwise be lawful, by a person who reasonably hetieves that 
the person or property of himseif or another is in immediate danger and that the carrying of such 
a weapon is necessary Tor the preservation of such person or property. 

(j) Nothing in this section shall prevent any person from having a loaded weapon, if it is other¬ 
wise lawful, at his place of residence, including any temporary residence or campsite, 

12552 — Every person who furnishes any firearm, air gun, or gas-operated gun, designed to fire a 
hullet, pollet or metal projectile, to any minor under the age of 18 years* without the expressed or im- 
permi#6ion of the parent or legal guardian of the manor, is guiity of a misdemeanor* 

12560 — Any felon who owns, has in his possession or under his custode or controi any firearm 
is punishabie by imprisonment in the State Prison not exceeding 15 years, or in a county jail not ex¬ 
ceeding one year and/or by a fine noc exceeding $500, 

FEDERAL EAU' 

(1) Title X of the Civil Rights Act provides that anyone who demonstrates, manufacrurers, trans- 
ports # or teaches the use of firearms, explosives, or incendiary devices for use in riots or civil 
disorders may be imprisoned for up to 5 years and fined $10,000* 

(2) Title VII of the Crime Controi Act States that feions, veterans discharged other than honorably, 
mental incompetent, aliens iüegaLly in the United States, or former U,S* citizens who have renounced 
their citizenship, who possess, receive, or transport interstate any firearm may be punished by a 
fine of $10,000. 

(3) The National Firearm {iet requires that a $200tax be paid on each transfer of any fully automatte 
firearm, rif les with barrels under 16 inches* shotguns with barrels under 18 inches* any rif le or shot- 
gun under 26 inches overall, or silencers, The Act also requires that the $200 tax be paid on the tnak- 
ing of any firearm that meets the specifications listed above, 

tHKFÓLLOWItiC* LAWSBECWIE EFFECTIVEON DECEMBER 16, 196R 

(1) Only a licensed manufacturer or dealer may ship or transport interstate any firearm (other 
than a rifle or a shotgun) or any amrnunition to anyone hut a licensed dealer or manufacturer. (Lic- 
ensed importers may also ship and receive all firearms and amrnunition interstate.) 

(2) No one but a licensed dealer, manufacturer* or importer may receive in his state of residence 
any firearm (other than a rifle or shotgun) that has been obtained by him outside his state of resi- 
dertce, 

(3) Only a licensed dealer* manufacturer* or importer may give, trade* transfer, transport* or 
deliver any firearm {other than a rif ie or shotgun to anyone living in another state.) 

(4) To receive or transport int o any State a firearm rhat cannoi be legaüy purchased in that state 

is a federal offense, 

£>) Only a licensed dealer, importer, or manufacturer may ship or transport in interstate commerte 
any fully automatte weapon or any sawed-off shotgun or rifle 

This art iele is not intended as a substitute for competent legal counsel. 



This pocket lawyer is provided os a means of keeping black 
people up to date or» their rights. We are always the first to be 
arrested and the racist police forces ore constantly trying to pre- 
tend thot rights ore extended equaJIy ta all people, Cut this out, 
Brothers and sisters, and carry it with you. Until we arm ourselves 
to righteously take care of our own, the pocket lawyer is what's 
happening. 

T* 1f you are stopped and/or arrested by the police, you may re- 
main silent; you do not have to answer any questions about al- 
leged crimes, you should provide your name and address only if 
requested (although it is not absolutely clear that you must do so,) 
But then do so, and at all time remember the fifth amendment. 

2. If a police officer is not in uniform, ask him to show his Iden¬ 
tification, He has no authorify over you unless he properly identf- 
fies himseif. Beware of persons posïng as police officers. Always 
get his badge number and his name. 

3. Police have no right to search your car or your home unless 
they have a search warrant, probable cause or your consent. They 
may conduct no exploratory seorch, that is, one for evidence of 
crime generally or for evidence of a crime unconneefed with the 
one you ore being questioned about. (Thus, a stop for on auto 
violatron does not give the right to search the auto.) You are not 
required to consent to o search;-therelore, you should not consent 
and should state clearly and unequivocally that you do not consent, 
in front of witnesses if possible. If you do not consent, the police 
will have the burden in court of showing probably cause. Arrest 
may be corrected later. 

4. You may not resist arrest forcibly or by going limp, even if you 
are innocent. To do so is a separate crime of which you can be con- 
victed even if you are acquitted of the originaf charge. Do not re¬ 
sist arrest under any circumstances* 

5. if you are stopped and/or arrested, the police may search you 
by patting you on the outsrde of your clothing* You can be stripped 
of your personal possessions. Do not carry anything that includes 
the name of your employer or friends. 

7. Do not engage m "friendly" eonversafion with officers on the 
way to or at the station Once you are arrested, there is little like- 
lihood that anything you say will get you released. 

8. As soon as you have been booked, you have the right to com¬ 
plete at least two phone calfs —one to o relatfve, friend or attorney, 
the other to a bait bondsman. If you can, call the Black Panther 
Party, 845-0103 (845-0104), and the Party will post bail if possible 

9* You must be allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately* 

10. You do not hove to give any statement to the police, nor do 
you have to sign any statement you might give them, and therefore 
you should not sign anything. Take the Fifth and Fourteenth 
Amendments, because you cannot be forted to testify against 
yourself. 

1 1. You must be allowed to post bail in most cases, but you mus! 
be able to pay the bail bandsmen's fee* ff you cannot pay the fee, 
you may ask the judge to release you from custody without bail or 
to lower your bail, but he does not have to do so. 

1 2, The police must bring you into court or release you within 48 
hours after your arrest (unless the time ends on a week-end or o 
holiday, and they must bring you befbre a judge the first day courl 
is in session,) 1 

13. If you do notrhave the money to hire on attorney, immedi* 
ately ask the police to get you an attorney without charge. 

14* If you have the money to hire a private attorney, but do noi 
know of one, call the National Lawyers' Guiïd or the Alameda 
County Bar Association (or the Bar Association of ydur county) and 
furnish you with the name of an attorney who practices criminol 
law.

- FREE PARKING WHILE SHOPP1NG - 
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Eldridge Cleaver *made the decision to politically exile himself 
November 27th, on the basis that the Adult Authority made an outlaw deci- 
sion, and that he has been denied his constitutional light to dne process of 
law* 

The revocation of Cleaver** parole wf* illegal. heeause tio parole 
violation was commiuecl. 

The Adult Authority parole board lias bied to mamtain that Cleaver 
violatedf his parole by having a rifle In his possession, and by associating 
with individuals of bad reputaüon, This contention, we will show, is false. 
The Adult Authority version contradicts the Superior Court order itself: 

",,. Cleaveris only handling of a firearm (the rifle) was in obedience* 
to a police command. He did not handle a hand gun at all. There was notfr- 
ing one way or the other to show a conspïracy or a situation calling for the 
applïcation of the doctrine of ai ding and abettïng* Hence, nothing support- 
ed either the possession of a firearm or the assauït charge* 

As to the charge of association with individuals of bad reputation* the ■ 
report indicated that two or three of those named had “police records,” but 
nothing to show whether any had been convicted of anything, or wbether 
Cleaver knew of their arrest record. " (Superior Court e.t I37 T 138, 140, 
14L) 

Parolee Cleaver wa» denied due proces* of law by hei tig den ied 
opportunity to present his case* 

Why was Cleaver returned to prison as a parole violator if document- 
ed evidence to the contrary had been presented in his defense? To answer 
that qpestion, one must examine the Adult Authority. This board has the 
right to arbitrarily revoke or suspend parole on any individual. At the same 
time, the Adult Authority maintams—falsely—that Cleaver has the oppor¬ 
tunity to defend hïmself at a hearing. This ïs how it works: 

. . _ tl ’ j . ' * 

“A parolee is sérved with violation charges, is interviewed, is given a 
hearing (before the Adult Authority itself, the charging party) at which the 
parolee may *plead' to the parole violation charges, and is- afforded an op¬ 
portunity to present his defense.” 

“At the ‘hearing* a parolee is -denied the right to counsel, may not 
have an independent and impartial officer to conduct the hearing and make 
deeïsion,” (Petition for Hearing in the Supreme Court, p. h 17) 

Not only does the Adult Authority hold secret hearings, but it also 
refuses to notify persons under its jurisdiction of its procedures, or of its 
variable definitions of what constitutes a parole violation* This secrecy and 
vagueness is in direct violation of federal law which requires agencies to 
publish their procedures “for guidance of the public.” 

“Petitioner (Cleaver) is immediately and seriously prejudiced by the 
Adult Authority's unlawfiil refusal to publish its regulations, since he is to 
he imprisoned by virtue of an action which the Adult Authority still seeks 
to garb in this Veil of secrecy/ (Petition for Hearing in the Supreme Court, 

p* 0) 


Yes* the Adult Authority acted unjustly and illegally. lts decislon was 
an outlaw deeision. Cleaver had no chance of obtaining “jitstiee” from 
these Star Chamber proceedings* Why then wouldn't the U.S. Supreme 
Court hear CleaverV case? There are, we believe, three reasons why tlie 
case wasn’t accepted* The first is that any fair minded court wou ld obvious- 
ly have released Cleaver, thereby setting a precedent. The second is that 
thousands of cases of alleged parole violation from all over Califomia and 
other States would be subject to reversah Thirdly, the illegal fuuctioning of 
the Adult Authority would come under attauk* The U.S. Supreme Court just 
couldn't afford to consider the Cleaver case during this turbulent period* 


EJdridge Cleaver is a viütim of naked, shaiueless politica! persecu* 
tioii* As Judge Sherwin puts it: 

“ * . . The uncontradieted evidence presented to thi.s court indicated 
that the peütioner had been a model parolee. The peril to'hi^ parole status 
stemmed from no failure of personal rehabilitation, but from his undue elo- 
quence in pursutng politica! goals, goals which were offensive to many of 


his contemporaries. Not only was there absence of cause for the cancella- 
tion of parole, it was the product of a type of pressure unbecoming, to say 

the least, to the law enforcement paiaphemalia of this state.” 

* L * ■ 

Cleaver is in political exile because a of his convïctions cannot 
get justice hete. Indeed, if we are to give more than Bp service to the con- 
cepts of freedom and justice we must support him, The work to get him 
discharged from parole must continue. An intense publicity campaign is 
necessary now to bring to the public the legal defense and arguments 
which were carried to the courts with no satisfaction* We must aU work 
together to focus attention of this case. This is not an issue of one man’s 
freedom, but a broad stinggle which affirms the right of all of us to speak 
out politically in this country, If Cleaver is not allowed his freedom, it is 
just a matter of time until all our freedoms are further reduced. His is not a 
personal stxuggle but a political one*

TEACHERS, JUSTICE, AND PEACE. 

As our major political objective, an assembly for the student body, in 
which only the students will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of 
determining the will of the students as to the school's destiny, 

W r e hold these Iruths as being self-evident, that al! men are created equal, 
that they are endowed by their creator with certam inalienabïe righU, that 
among these are life, liberty and the pursuil of happiness. To secure these 
nghts within the schools, governments are instituted among the students* 
deriving their just powers from the consent of the governed, that whenever 
any form of student government becomes destruc live to these ends, it is the 
right of the students Lo alter or abolish it and to insLitute new government, 
laying its foundation on such principles and organizing its power in such form 
as to them shalfc seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness.
